The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 1, lines 6-7 of text, after the word, "atoms", the comma (,) and "preferably 
methyl, ethyl, n-propyl, n-butyl, n-pentyl, n-hexyl, iso-propyl, iso-butyl, tert-butyl, or 
neopentyl" havebeen deleted. 

In claim 6, line 1, the last "a" has been deleted. 

In claim 14, line 2, the comma (,) and "preferably, 0.1-0.5:1" has been deleted. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the instant 
claims are drawn to a process for preparing 2, 3, 5, 6-tetrafluoromethylolbenzene. The 
claims are also drawn to a compound of formula (II). The compound of formula (II) was 
found to be novel. As said compound is an intermediate formed in the production of 2, 
3, 5, 6-tetrafluoromethylolbenzene, the instant process is found allowable as the prior 
art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest a process of making 2, 3, 5, 6- 
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tetrafluoromethylolbenzene by reducing a dialkyl-2,3,5,6-tetrafluoroterephthalate by way 
of the novel intermediate of formula (II). As such, the instant claims are allowed.
